Action because: 

Applicants attorney failed to address paragraph 10 of the Office action of 
November 26, 2003. Applicant's attorney failed to provide any good and 
sufficient reason for the claims retention during pendency in more than one 
application. Since both application claims the same and common subject matter, 
with being amended 09/822,322 being broader of the two, the applications do not 
maintain a clear line of demarcation between the applications. See MPEP §822.
